This  pamphlet  is  intended  for  the 
people.  It  is  not  proposed  in  the  follow- 
ing pages  to  discuss  medical  questions 
in  such  a  way  as  to  involve  the  minds 
of  readers  in  a  maze  of  theory  and  specu- 
lation, but  to  state  with  clearness  the 
leading  causes  of  certain  classes  of  dis- 
orders, and  to  point  out  the  best  method 
of  fortifying  the  system  against  their 
influence,  and  of  restoring  the  health 
and  strength  of  the  sickly  and  debili- 
tated. The  world  has  had  enough  of 
technical  pathology  and  of  medical  trea- 
tises, interlarded  with  Greek  and  Latin 
terms,  which  none  but  the  classically 
educated  can  understand.  When  Trutli 
addresses  the  public,  she  should  do  so 
in  the  language  they  speak  and  under- 
stand; not  in  unknoAVTi  tongues  and 
mysterious  phrases  that  have  no  mean- 
ing to  the  general  ear.  Every  man's 
body  is  hia  own.  Upon  his  own  good 
sense  is  devolved  the  responsibility  of 
protecting  it  against  the  innumerable 
perils  that  surround  it;  and  in  order 
to  do  this  intelligently  he  must  under- 
stand its  weak  points,  and  tlie  nature 
of  the  dangers  to  which  it  va  oonj^ntly 
exposed.  Nothing ,  therefore,  but  plain 
and  simple  English,  that  he  who  runs 


may  read,  and,  reading,  comprehend, 
will  be  found  in  these  pages. 

Why  should  the  medical  faculty  as- 
sume to  monopolize  all  knowledge  re- 
quired in  the  treatment  of  bodily  ail- 
ments ?  Ministers  of  the  gospel  do  not 
afitect  to  have  any  professional  conceal- 
ments. Why  should  the  science  of 
medicine,  which  refers  to  the  disabili- 
ties of  the  body,  be  purposely  veiled  in 
mystery,  while  every  thing  connected 
with  theology,  which  concerns  the  soul, 
is  open  to  the  scrutiny  of  manlsiud? 
No  good  reason  can  be  advanced  why 
physicians  should  use  a  tecJinical  jargon 
which  the  people  do  not  comprehend. 
It  is  said,  indeed,  in  defense  of  thi/i 
mummery,  that  the  masses  should  b« 
kept  in  ignorance  of  the  nature  of  dk- 
ease  and  the  philosophy  of  its  preven- 
tion and  cure,  l>ecan.se  they  ai-e  apt  to 
fancy  themselves  afflicted  with  every 
symptom  thor  find  described  in  print. 
What  a  libel  Is  this  on  public  intulli- 
gence  in  a  land  of  conmion  schooU  and 
all  but  universal  education  I  Let  ths 
sick  kavo  liglU;  and  they  will  tliuj*  bo

Fever  and  Ague, — Intermittents 
Generally, 

Fever  and  Ague,  unfortunately,  is 
too  widely  known  by  experience  to  ren- 
der a  lengthened  description  of  its  symp- 
toms necessary.  It  is,  however,  some- 
times confounded  with  bilious  remittent 
fever,  from  which  it  differs  materially. 

The  varieties  of  the  disease  take  their 
names  from  the  intei-val  between  the  fits. 

The  interval  of  a  quotidian— or  daily 
—ague  is  twenty-four  hours ;  of  a  ter- 
tian— or  tJiird  -  dai/—agne,  forty-eight 
hours;  of  a  quartan— or  fourth -day— 
ague,  seventy-two  hours.  The  thu-d- 
day  ague  is  the  most  common. 

Ml  forms  of  ague  begin  with  a  shivcr- 

L 


ing  fit,  whidi  is  usually  preceded  by 
pains  in  the  back.  The  distemper  has 
three  stag^, — ^the  cold,  the  hot,  and  the 
sweating.  In  the  eold  stage  the  patient 
has  a  sense  of  debility,  yawns,  stretches, 
and  is  indisposed  to  move.  The  skin 
becomes  pale,  and  in  some  cases  almost 
blue,  "  goose -pimples,"  as  they  are 
called,  cover  the  body,  the  patient  shakes 
violently,  and  his  teeth  chatter.  Then 
follows  the  fever  stage;  and  when  this 
passes  off,  the  sweating  stage  ensues, 
during  which  moisture  oozes  from  every 
pore.  The  body  is  thus  restored  to  its 
natural  temperature,  the  pains  ana 
aches  disappear  for  the  time-being,  and 
an  inexpressible  feeling  of  relief  is  ex- 
perienced. During  the  shivering  fit  the 
blood  is  driven  inward,  and  the  spleen 
becomes  engorged.  In  cases  of  long 
standing  this  organ  becomes  perma- 
nently enlarged.  The  swelling  may  be 
seen  and  felt,  and  is  called  ague-cake. 
In  the  Red  River  swamps,  "ague-cake'' 
is  by  no  means  uncommon.  The  spe- 
cific character  of  ague  may  generally  be 
known  by  the  hour  at  which  the  cola 
fit  commences.  Daily  ague  usually  be- 
gins in  the  morning,  t'hird-day  ague  at 
noon,  and  fourth-day  ague  in  the  after- 
noon or  evening.  The  cold  stage  is  the 
shortest  in  the  daily  ague,  and  longest 
in  the  fourth-day  ague. 

There  are  also  (though  they  are  rare) 
double  tertians  and  double  quartans, 
wherein  the  fits  repeat  themselves  on 
the  same  or  alternate  daj's, 

Ague  and  fever  is  most  common  in 
the  spring,  but  most  severe  in  the  fall 
and  winter.  It  is  strictly  a  malarious 
disease;  in  other  words,  it  is  caused  by 
exhalations  from  tlie  soil,  and  especially 
from  marshes,  swamps,  and  newly- 
cleared  land  encumbered  with  decom- 
posed and  decomposing  vegetnl)lo  niat- 
ti}r.  In  districts  where  it  prevails,  tJie 
hills,  if  any,  are  generally  exempt,— but 
not  always.  During  the  spring,  sum- 
mer, and  fall  of  1865,  elevated  hinds 
where  the  disojiso  had  never  been 
known  were  subjected  to  its  unplea- 
sant visitation.

A  VERY  ridiculous  case  was  recently  in- 
vestigated in  London.  A  young  man  was 
about  to  be  married,  and  the  thought  of 
his  fate  filled  liim  with  exceeding  melan- 
choly.

He  becomes  intensely  selfish,  is  occu- 
pied solely  with  his  own  fancied  troubles, 
and  talks  of  nothing  else. 

In  hypochondria  the  external  senses 
frequently  manifest  symptoms  of  de- 
rangement, as  well  as  tho  thoughts, 
feelings,  and  passions.  There  are  some- 
times roarings  in  the  ears  like  the  sound 
of  rushing  waters,  or  rumblings  as  of 
the  wheels  of  carriages.  lUack  spooks 
or  fiery  apai-ks  seoui  to  bo  floating  in 
the  air.  Tho  smell  and  tasto,  also,  in 
many  inst^ices  become  unnaturally 
acuto  or  curiously  perverted.  Symp- 
toms liko  these  cannot  bo  prudently 
disregarded ;  for  they  may,  if  ncgloctod, 
end  in  insanity.

The  following  A'cry  perspicuous  and  la- 
conic manner  of  telling  a  plain  story  may

Physicians  divide  human  life  into 
five  distinct  periods, — the  first  extend- 
ing from  birth  to  the  age  of  seven  years, 
the  second  from  the  seventh  to  the  four- 
teenth year,  the  third  from  the  fourteenth 
to  the  twenty-first  year,  the  fourth  from 
the  twentj^-first  to  the  fortieth  year,  the 
fifth  from  the  fortieth  year  to  the  close 
of  life's  "strange,  eventful  history."
